A. Three is a Number frequently made ufe of 
to denote a Superiority of Degree.

And theretore the Third Heaven is defign’d by the 
Apoftle to exprefs the Higheft Heaven, the place, 
where the Shekinah, or Divine Prefence difplays it 

felf to the Sleffed Angels, Nor, that from hence 
we can gather any thing of the Scituation of Hea- 
ven, or a Local Heaven, fince this may be no more 
than a condcfcenfive accommodation to Hamane 
Capacity. 

. The Chinefle give an Account for 500 Years (or 
thereabouts) before Our Bible. Now, if Their Account 
be true, Ours muft be falfe, which 1 am well fatisfied 
in my [elf is not, but that won't do in an Argum:nt ; 
fo 1 beg the favour of you (Gentlemen ) to heip me out. 

A. The Divine Providence, for the Confirmati- 
on of Believers and the Conviction of Infidels, has 
fo Wifely, and ( give us leave to add ) fo Merciful- 





ly, contriv’d the marter, thar the Chine/e Hiftorians 
ftand Self-condemn’d, and are Confuted by Them- 
felves.

HE Letters from Bruffells Sept. 20. advile,that the 
defigns of Count de la Mothe have fomewhat a. 
Jarm'd that City: That General on the 18th Inftant came 
with part of his Forces ¢o.che height of Diegom, and a- 
nother Party advanc’d above Anderlecht,, while fome 
Troops came to the Canal and ruin’d one of the Sluces 
it the 3 Fountains, whereby the faid Canal is render’d. 
uinavigable, fo the Council of State of thole P ruvinces, 
and the Deouties of fhe States General met imunediately 
to coucert neceflary mealures tor the Defence of that Ci- 
ry ; and to prevent any difturbanceam ong the Common 
People rhe Magiltrates were order’d to take care,that ail 
vrovifions fhou’d be fold at the lame Price they were be. 
fore . That all poffible diligence will be uied to repair 
che Sluce ruin’d by the Enemy. the Navagation of the Ca- 
nal being abfolutely Neeeffary. That Major General 
Murray arrittedothere yelterday from Flanders,with the 
Regiment of Holftein- Norburgh, being followed by three 
Cothers that are daily expected there, fo that ‘us hop’d 
the Defigns of che Eaemies dreprevenred. That General 
Vatcal the Goyernor has, on this occafion, given fignal 
Vroots of his great Capacity and Affection to. the fer- 
vice of King Charles, and the High Allies. That jnit now 
Advice was brought, thatthe Count de la Mothe is re- 
rurn’d cowards Ghent, having tent back the Detachment 
of 12 Batallion$ to the French Army under the Com- 
mand of Mr. de Mortagne; that ‘tis thought the fid- 
den going off ot Count de Ja Mothe was occafioned by 
the Enemy's es intelligence that the Allies have 





fome Defign in hand againft fo.neplacein Flanders. ’Tis 


likewife advisd that the Baemy’s Army lies between 
Tournay and Oudenarde. The Advices. from the.Camp 
before Lille Sept. 17 are, thar on the 1gth Inftant at 
Night a Mine was fprung to blow up the wall of the Co. 
Vered-v ay over againft the double Tenaile, which had 
the defir’d fuccefs,fo that now they willfill up the Ditch, 
in order to ftorm the Tenaile on the roth. That che Saps 
and Mines in theCovered-way,w hich is juft over againgt 
the Town were alfo carried on with fuccefS. The 16th; 
alithings were prepar’d for erecting a New Battery on 
the firft Parallel before the Covered-way, at the attack 
ot the Lefr, in order to ruin at once all thereft otf the 
Getences of the Ravelin and Courtine, and to make the 
Entrance into the great Breach eafy and pra¢ticable for a 
Geueral Storm, Laft Night our Men were employ’d in 
filling the Ditch of the Double Tenaile, which lies on 
tte lower Deule ; but the Enemy found means by a great 
quantity of Pitch and Tar and other combuttible ftuff to 
burn moft of our Fafcines and Gabions,that were brought 
from the Bridge to the attack of theDire¢tor desRoques 
and about 20 Men were killed or wounded. To day all 
things are preparing again tofill up the Ditch on the at- 
tack on the Right, in order to fto.m this Evevening the 
Tenailes both on that fide andon theLeft,for which pur- 
pole the Grenadiers are in a readinels. That to Morrow 
the great Battery will be ready to fire, and ’tishop’d we 
fhali be Matters of the Town in a few days. Which 
concludes this trom Yours, @e,
